material further comprising 30 wt. % to not more than 58.9 wt. % silicon dioxide, 12.8 to 40 
wt.% aluminum oxide, not less than 5.2 wt. % to about 30 wt. % calcium oxide, about 4 to 10 
wt.% sodium oxide, wherein the microspheres have an alkali metal oxide content of less than 
about 10 wt.% based on the weight of the microspheres, and wherein the synthetic microspheres 
are substantially chemically inert.
